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Students may pay to repeat a course

You must achieve or you will 
pay. 

That is the concept behind 
a new performance bond being 
debated at the school board 
level right now. It would re¬ 
quire students who are repeat¬ 
ing a high school course to put 
a monetary deposit on their 
performance in that course. 

The Chinook’s Edge board 
passed a motion to refer the 
idea to their policy committee 
to debate the topic and return 
with a recommendation. 

The issue of implementing 
these performance bonds in lo¬ 
cal schools arose out a meeting 
with region principals who in¬ 
dicated they would like the 
board to investigate the possi¬ 
bilities and the ramifications of 


allowing area schools to use 
this method. 

Didsbury High School prin¬ 
cipal, Mark Leggette, says he 
has mixed feelings on the issue 
but believes overall it could 
benefit not only the student in 
terms of motivation, but also 
the school in terms of funding. 

Currently Alberta Educa¬ 
tion funds schools on the basis 
of the amount of students in 
the school who take a course 
and complete it, these are 
called Full-Time Equivalent 
Units or FTE’s. 

When a student fails to com¬ 
plete a course for whatever rea¬ 
son, the school has still in¬ 
vested resources and money 
however they are not reim¬ 
bursed for that cost in FTE’s 
by the province. 


Leggette says he believes 
that the grand majority of the 
cases where a student has to 
repeat a course is the result of 
a lack of ambition or motiva¬ 
tion on the part of the student. 

The fact that there is money 
on the line may be enough to 
motivate the student to at least 
finish the course thereby ben¬ 
efiting themselves and the 
school’s FTE cash flow. 

“It may open their eyes and 
show them there is some re¬ 
sponsibility to be taken,” says 
Leggette. 

Superintendent of the 
school board, Jim Gibbons is of 
the same opinion, adding that 
because it is most often the 
parents who have to post the 
bond, it also motivates the par¬ 
ents to monitor the student 


more closely. 

Gibbons told the school 
board last Wednesday, “It tends 
to get the parents involved be¬ 
cause in most cases it is the 
parents’ money and it gives 
them the incentive to push the 
student.” 

Both Gibbons and Leggette 
are also in agreement on an¬ 
other point: neither want to see 
the performance bonds in local 
schools to get out of hand, and 
become a way for schools to 
raise money. 

Gibbons said he worries that 
performance bonds may be 
misunderstood in the public as 
a user-pay system for educa¬ 
tion when in fact it is simply a 
tool to use in extreme cases.

More money for school board 


Money matters 

Board treasurer, Susan Roy, 
explained in detail the effects 
that the announcement from 
the province that funding will 
increase will have on Chinook's 
Edge. Roy said that funding for 
mild, moderate, and severely 
disabled children is due to in¬ 
crease. However, she further 
explained that it still is costing 
Chinook's Edge more in time 
and resources to educate these 
children than the province is 
funding. 

In regards to regular stu¬ 
dents, the province is also in¬ 
creasing funding per child. Roy 
said she is already receiving 
calls from principals asking how 
much of the new money is going 
to be funnelled into the budgets 
of the individual schools for in¬ 
struction. She said, "My plan is 
that they are going to get every 
penny of it." 


Joining forces 

Assistant superintendent, 
Bill Chalmers, presented an out¬ 
line for a proposal that would 
benefit children with chronic 
behaviour problems and their 
families. The proposal is to have 
Chinook's Edge, Regional 
Health Authority Five and eight 
other agencies team up to jointly 
provide services to those who 
need it. One of those services 
would be the setting up a three 
treatment program facilities 
throughout the region. One of 
the proposed sites is in Dids¬ 
bury. 

Chalmers said he believes the 
program would be extremely 
beneficial for students with be¬ 
haviour problems as well as 
their families. A couple of the 
trustees indicated that it would 
also be beneficial to the stu¬ 
dents in regular classrooms in 
which a child with behavioural 


problems resides because those 
children are often disruptive to 
the regular classroom setting. 

The proposal is still in its 
infant stages, however 
Chalmers will keep the board up 
to date on the progress. When 
the final proposal is completed, 
Chalmers will bring it back to 
the board for approval. It would 
require some financial commit¬ 
ment from the board although it 
has not yet been specified how 
much. 

If any of the 10 partners in 
the project don't agree to come 
on board, the program would 
fold. 


Conflicted 

A draft Conflict of Interest 
Policy was approved for circula¬ 
tion to all stakeholders. Trus¬ 
tee Susan Denischuk expressed 
concerns with some of the word¬ 
ing and suggested that a copy 
also be sent to Human Rights 
for review. She was concerned 
that the conflict or interest that 
should be reported was to be 
"real or perceived." She asked 
whose judgement it would be if 
it was a perceived conflict of 
interest. 

Jim Gibbons, board superin¬ 
tendent explained that it would 
be the onus of the employee to 
report any potential conflict of 
interest to tbe board. "The policy 
wants to encourage things to be 
out in the open as much as 
possible so it doesn't come back 
to haunt you," he said. 

The draft will come back to 
the policy committee after cir¬ 
culation to stakeholders. The 
committee may then revise sec¬ 
tions of it and bring it to the 
board for final approval. 


Frozen in time 

The board discussed the pos¬ 
sibility of setting a guideline for 


when buses will or will not run. 
It was suggested that -40°C 
would be an appropriate level. 
The discussion came about due 
to the fact that some buses in 
the jurisdiction were unable to 
run on Monday, Dec. 12 due to 
frigid temperatures. 

Radio communication with 
the newly installed radios ena¬ 
bled the decision not to run 
certain routes to be conveyed to 
the central office and the par¬ 
ents very quickly. The head of 
the transportation department, 
Glen Dressell, told the board 
that in some instances where 
children were already waiting 
at their stops, the bus drivers

called each other when their 
buses couldn't run to make sure 
the students would be picked up 
by another bus. He said it added 
an element of safety for the stu¬ 
dents. "I want the board to know 
that they spent $40,000 (on the 
new radio system) very wisely," 
said Dressell. 


Closure changes 

The school board was informed 
by the Minister of Education, 
Gary Mar, that they no longer 
need to receive ministerial ap¬ 
proval to close small schools. 
Now, if the board wishes to close 
a school all that is needed is a 
motion from the board.

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School board 
divided again

Old wounds may have left scars 
that are still clearly visible at the 
Chinook's Edge School Board. 

Lately with restructuring, 
changes of faces in administra¬ 
tion, and some work with a me¬ 
diator, it appeared as though the 
board had overcome a divisive 
attitude that erupted last year. 

But, it was one old scar that 
again erupted certain members 
of the board into a frenzy at their 
Wednesday meeting. 

Heated argument surrounded 
a request that the board cover 
legal expenses incurred by Anne- 
Marie Brown during the spring 
and summer of 1997. 

Trustee Deb Cousins made a 
motion that the board, under 
special circumstances, cover the 
one-time cost of $575.04 for con¬ 
sultation of a lawyer by Brown. 

"Part of the reason I had to 
seek legal counsel on my own 
was because I had been cut off 
from the board," said Brown dur¬ 
ing discussion. The lawyer con¬ 
sultation was in relation to some 
allegedly withheld pay checks, 
documentation and other com¬ 
plaints. 

Cousins said she felt the rea¬ 
son the expenses of Brown should 
be paid was because during con¬ 
flict with the former superin¬ 
tendent and other members of 
the board sfie had attempted to 
use Alberta School Board Asso¬ 
ciation lawyers, (who are pro¬ 
vided free of charge when the 
board as a whole pays a member¬ 
ship) but was denied access. She 
claimed that other members of 
the board at the time had been 
able to use those lawyers. 

Board chair, Linda Yargeau 
said the ASBA will only repre¬ 
sent on behalf of the board and 
not in individual matters. She 
further explained that the use of 
lawyers, ASBA or outside, by the 
other members of the board had 
been authorized. 

Trustee Penny Archibald 


added, "If I want personal advice, 
then I pay for it." 

Cousins asked when that au¬ 
thorization had taken place, be¬ 
cause she did not recall. 

Brown added that she felt what 
she was asking was fair because 
the lawyer had reduced his fees 
by half because he felt there had 
been an "injustice" committed 
towards her. 

Other trustees expressed con¬ 
cern that allowing the reimburse¬ 
ment would set a dangerous prec¬ 
edent even if the motion read 
"one-time" and "special circum¬ 
stance." They further said that 
the board can not be picking up 
legal bills of consultation not 
ratified by the board. 

Trustee Stuart Little agreed 
that it set a precedent, however 
he added, "I'm really not anxious 
to get us involved in old time 
history... I don't want to see old 
wounds re-opened." He said that 
although he was against the 
motion in principle, he would 
vote in favor to close the wounds 
that remained bleeding from pre¬ 
vious times of arguments among 
the school board. 

The chair, Yargeau called the 
question and a vote was taken. 
Deb Cousins, Anne-Marie Brown 
and Stuart Little voted in favor. 
However, the motion was de¬ 
feated by trustees Helen Archer, 
Penny Archibald, Susan 
Denischuk, Becky Lewis, Valerie 
Steinbach and Linda Yargeau. 

Cousins immediately called for 
a five minute recess and walked 
briskly out of the boardroom. 

On Friday, Cousins explained 
her actions. 

"I went to immediately mail a 
formal complaint to the Human 
Rights Commission... I would 
hope that they would be able to 
help Anne-Marie Brown recover 
her $575.04." 

Cousins said she has received 
a response from the Commission 
requesting one further detail 
which she has since sent.

Increase deemed

The local Health Authority is very disappointed 
with the amount of funding they will be getting for 
the coming year. 

"A 1.2% increase certainly is not going to help 
much,” said Jim Ramsbottom, chief executive of¬ 
ficer of Region Five. 

He explains that he and his board were expect¬ 
ing the announcement that health care funding 
would be increased and had been waiting anx¬ 
iously for the day the announcement was made. 
They had expected the Minister of Health, Halvar 
Jonson to come forward in November, however he 
did not reveal the dollar amounts to be put into the 
health care system until last week. 

When the official announcement was made, a 
wave of disappointment came out of almost every 
region, including the local one. 

"We were anticipating more money," said 
Ramsbottom. 

He explains a 1.2% increase this year will barely 
begin to cover the cost of labour contract that the 
board has committed to that will raise costs 3.1%. 
Besides the labour contract, Ramsbottom says 
there are other operating costs in the region that 
are rising. 

Ramsbottom adds that any hope of adding new 
programs to local hospitals, or starting any new

initiatives is out of the question. 

'We'll be lucky to survive just doing everything 
we are doing now," he says. 

Based on what the board expected to receive in 
the re-investment, they had already written a draft 
budget, anticipating an increase of 2.5% to 3%. 
Now, with only a small increase which amounts to 
$400,000, they will have to adjust their budget. 

Ramsbottom adds with a sigh, "I guess, some¬ 
thing is better than nothing." 

He admits that could mean the possibility of 
cutbacks, however, he says the board has not yet 
examined what areas will be affected. 

The board also received a one-time installment 
of $555,299 in money earmarked for equipment 
that needs to be brought to be "Year 2000 compli¬ 
ant." Ramsbottom explains that the board does not 
have any say where those dollars go because they 
are tagged for specific equipment in specific areas, 
all designated by a provincial committee. He said 
the actual cost of replacing the equipment that 
needs to be updated will actually be even higher 
than the allotted amount. 

In the meantime, Ramsbottom says he and the 
region's board plan to make it clear to the govern¬ 
ment that they are not pleased. 

'We'll probably meet with our MLA's and dis¬ 
cuss the issues with them," he says. 


Negotiations for local Senior's Lodge underway

A senior's lodge in Didsbury 
has long been talked about, but 
these days it looks like there is 
a small step being taken for¬ 
ward. 

Willard Swalm, town coun¬ 
cillor and Mountain View Man¬ 
agement Board member, says 
there are currently negotiations 
taking place with some inves¬ 
tors that are looking to build a 
complex on the land just east of 
the hospital. 

"They are quite intent on 
building a facility," says Swalm, 
who doesn't wish to release the 
names of the potential builders 
until negotiations are sorted 
out. 

Swalm says he sees all the 
pieces of the puzzle coming to¬ 
gether quite nicely. He has the 
unique perspective of being a 
member of all three parties in¬ 
volved in the issue. He is a 
Town of Didsbury councillor, 
who own the property in ques¬ 
tion. He is the vice-chair of the 
Mountain View Management 
Board and he sits on the mu¬ 
nicipal planning commission 
who would have to give the 


development permit. He says 
all three seem to have enthusi¬ 
asm about the possibility of these 
investors building what is re¬ 
ferred to as a "Life-lease pro¬ 
gram." 

Life- 
lease is 
where a 
senior who 
would like 
to move 
into the 
lodge puts 
up an in¬ 
vestment in 
the cost of 
the build¬ 
ing, for ex- 
ample 
$50,000. 

The senior 
would then 
pay a 
monthly rental fee and when 
they are deceased, the invest¬ 
ment would go back into their 
estate. 

Swalm says these types of 
developments are growing in 
popularity around the province, 
especially with the aging baby 
boomer generation reaching re¬ 


tirement age. 

In Didsbury it is estimated 
that approximately 25% of the 
population is aged 65 and older. 
And those numbers are expected 
to continue to grow over the 
years and city 
dwellers look to re¬ 
tire to a smaller, 
and more quiet life¬ 
style. 

The discussion 
around the build¬ 
ing of a senior's 
lodge in Didsbury 
has been going on 
for almost a dec¬ 
ade. The govern¬ 
ment used to fund 
or subsidize the 
building of lodges. 
In the 60's a lodge 
was built in Olds 
and in the 80 s an¬ 
other was built in Sundre. In 
the early 90's the government 
agreed to build another lodge in 
the county. However after much 
debate, the Chinook Winds 
Lodge was built in Carstairs. 
Didsbury was left as the only 
centre in the area that did not 
have housing option for sen¬ 


iors. 

Unfortunately, before Dids¬ 
bury could get its own lodge 
built, the province decided that 
funding of this type of develop¬ 
ment should be in the control of 
the private sector and pulled 
out any further building dol¬ 
lars. 

That has meant that the 
Mountain View Management 
Board, who manages most 
lodges in the area, had to come 
up with their own money, which 
could run into the multiple mil¬ 
lions to build an appropriate 
facility. 

"I maintain that there is a 
need for a lodge in Didsbury," 
says Swalm. And according to a 
survey conducted of Didsbury 
seniors last year, the residents in 
the area concur. The majority of 
those who filled out the survey 
said they would like to see a 
senior's lodge in Didsbury, and 
further would be ready to move 
into one in the next five or ten 
years. 

However with such high costs 
and no government aid, it makes 
the project almost unattainable. 

Says Swalm, "We're going to 


have to partner with the private 
sector if we ever want to see a 
lodge." 

Swalm has spent many years 
investigating such a development 
and says he has a personal goal. 

"I would like to see it all signed 
and sealed by the time I go out of 
office (October 1998,)" he says. 

Some of the issues that are 
taking place in negotiations with 
the possible investor include 
making the facility "a mutually 
satisfactory scheme" for the Town 
of Didsbury, The Mountain View 
Management Board and the in¬ 
vestors. Topics of discussion in¬ 
clude making sure the facility 
would remain affordable, that it 
would enhance and not detract 
from the entrance to town. 

Swalm says although discus¬ 
sions are only at the beginning 
stages, the town is waiting for 
the potential investors to come 
back with a formal presentation 
of what they have in mind. 

The town and the Muncipal 
Planning Commission are also 
examining other types of senior's 
lodging that might be possible, 
for example an assisted living 
environment. 
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Nice Try 

Mr. Ralph Klein is at it again. He is 
politically savvy there is no doubt.

Klein has recently announced his 
re-investment strategy. Re-investing 
in his career in the political arena 
maybe.

When 
a province struggles by for a few years and suddenly he 
announces he is going to put money into the system, hey, it looks 
good for his resume, right, wrong. Those voters who can see past 
his tricks will realize that despite all the money you put back, 
the level of our social systems are no where near what they used 
to be. 

I do, however, give credit where credit is due. Klein could have 
made the re-investment announcement one year ago, just 
shortly before elections to buy back all those who lost faith. But, 
he was not so blatantly obvious and I admire that. 

Still.... 

For example, when the average person hears that out health 
region is getting almost half a million dollars it sounds good. 
However, $.5 million won't even begin to cover the region's loss 
of staff, beds, and faith in the system. The double take will prove 
that to be true. 

It was a ploy to restore the faith. It hasn't restored mine. 



Seniors: Protection tor Persons In Care Act

In January, our province will 
take a major step forward in 
protecting the rights of Alber¬ 
tans in care facilities when the 
Protection for Persons in Care 
Act comes into effect. 

Alberta’s hospitals, lodges, 
licensed group homes and nurs¬ 
ing homes become temporary or 
permanent homes for hundreds 
of seniors every year. This act 
helps to ensure that these 
Albertans can live in a safe and 
secure environment. 

While I am convinced that 
Alberta’s care facilities are the 
best in Canada, we still have an 
obligation to do what we can to 
protect our most vulnerable citi¬ 
zens from potentially danger¬ 
ous or abusive situations. The 
act identifies many forms of 
abuse including emotional 
abuse, such as threatening, 
humiliating, or socially isolat¬ 


ing a person in care, as well as 
physical and sexual abuse and 
theft. 

The new legislation makes it 
mandatory for anyone who has 
reasonable grounds to suspect 
abuse against a person in care 
to report it to the police or the 
government. People who report 
suspected abuse in good faith 
are protected from retaliatory 
action as a result of the com¬ 
plaint. Beginning January 5, 
call 1-888-357-9339 toll-free from 
anywhere in Alberta to report 
suspected abuse. 

I’d like to stress that this is 
not a crisis line. If someone’s 
life or well-being is in immediate 
danger, call the police. In non¬ 
crisis situations, call the toll- 
free number. Every report of 
potential abuse will be thor¬ 
oughly investigated. 

If criminal activity is sus¬ 
pected, the report will be re¬ 
ferred to the police. Otherwise, 
a report will be made to the 


government and appropriate 
action will be taken based on 
the investigator’s findings. 

Over the next few months, 
we will be taking steps to inform 
all Albertans about the new leg¬ 
islation and how to report sus¬ 
pected abuse. An information 
brochure will be available to the 
public and care staff across the 
province are already receiving 
training about their responsi¬ 
bilities under the act. 

This will ensure that once 
the legislation comes into effect, 
Albertans will be well-informed 
and ready to help maintain the 
safety of our care facilities. 

Our goal is to protect those 
individuals who may not be 
able to protect themselves. 

In doing so, we can ensure 
that those in our care facili¬ 
ties are not only given the 
professional care they deserve, 
but also the opportunity to 
live their lives in safety and 
with dignity.

It is time to elect our Senators

If the federal government can 
order striking postal employees 
back to work, why can't it do the 
same with some of our unelected 
senators? 

Certainly something needs to 
be done to instill a work ethic 
into the members of that august 
body like Senator Andrew "No 
Show" Thompson. 

A Senator since 1967, Mr. 
Thompson has bothered to show 
up in the Senate chamber a 
grand total of 12 times between 
1990 and this fall. He neverthe¬ 
less still takes home, courtesy 
of Canadian taxpayers, a cool 
$64,400 a year in salary and a 
$10,100 taxfree allowance. 

It's a tidy little sum that helps 
to maintain the luxurious Mexi¬ 
can villa where he now resides 
for half the year. 

Thompson isn't the only Sena¬ 
tor with a truancy problem. The 
Globe and Mail recently reported 
that 27 Senators had an attend¬ 
ance rate of less than 60 percent 
from February 1996 to Septem¬ 
ber 1997. 

No wonder the job of Senator 
is referred to as a "taskless 
thanks". 

What is the Liberal govern¬ 
ment doing about the Senate 
free-riders? Unfortunately, 
nothing. 

True, after the storm of pub¬ 
lic outcry which greeted the news 
of Senator Thompson's sorry 
attendance record, they booted 
him out of the Liberal caucus, 
but that did not deal with the 


problem. 

What they should be doing, 
of course, is pushing for a re¬ 
formed Senate that is equal, 
effective and most importantly - 
elected. After all, an elected Sena¬ 
tor would not likely abuse the 
trust of taxpayers the way 
Thompson is doing. If he did, 
he'd quickly lose his job. 

One easy way to start the 
reform process would be to em¬ 
ploy the so-called "Stan Waters" 
method. The late Stan Waters 
was Canada's first and only 
elected Senator. 

In 1989, he was chosen by 
Albertans in a special Senate 
election and later appointed to 
the Senate by then Prime Minis¬ 
ter Brian Mulroney under great 
public pressure. 

Here was a process that 
worked. Why can't all the prov¬ 
inces hold special elections to 
fill Senate vacancies? 

That's a question taxpayers 
should pose to Prime Minister 
Jean Chretien, who steadfastly 
refuses to adopt the Waters 
model. He still appoints Sena¬ 
tors the old-fashioned way, with¬ 
out regard to the wishes of the 
electorate. 

As long as the Prime Minis¬ 
ter holds to that course, the 
Senate will remain unaccount¬ 
able and undemocratic. 

That's good news for Senator 
Thompson and bad news for the 
Canadian taxpayer.

Over the past few months I 
have received a large number of 
phone calls and pre-printed post¬ 
cards protesting the seal hunt, 
so I decided to share 
with you the results 
of my investigation 
into this emotionally 
charged subject. 

First, the Interna¬ 
tional Fund for Ani¬ 
mal Welfare has man¬ 
aged to organize a sig¬ 
nificant "anti-seal 
hunt" campaign, al¬ 
though, not everyone 
agrees that IFAW's 
portrayal of the 
present day seal hunt 
is fully consistent with the facts. 
For the record, contrary to im¬ 
pressions left by the IFAW, the 
killing of seal pups is illegal and 
is not part of the licensed seal 
hunt. Unfortunately, this fact 
does not seem to have deterred 
protest groups from using a 
picture of a terror stricken seal 
pup on the pre-printed post¬ 
cards they are mailing to MPs, 
and, as a result they are manag¬ 
ing to whip up some fairly emo¬ 
tional reactions amongst those 
who have contacted my office. 

For those who oppose any 
killing of animals for human 
use, the fact is that the seal 
harvest is restricted to adult 
seals will be of little comfort, 
even though there is little or no 
difference between the seal hunt 
and the commercial processing 
of cattle, pigs, sheep and chick¬ 
ens for the freezers of our su¬ 
permarkets. 
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The Reform position on the 
seal hunt is that we are not 
opposed to the humane har¬ 
vesting of adult seals in num¬ 
bers consistent with mainte¬ 
nance of the 
population, but 
we are opposed 
to the present 
practice of pro¬ 
viding taxpayer 
subsidies to 
those involved 
in the hunt. We 
feel that, just as 
for any other 
business, the 
marketplace 
should be left to 
determine 
whether the business is eco¬ 
nomically viable and interna¬ 
tionally competative, while the 
role of the government should 
be restricted to regulating the 
industry and setting the an¬ 
nual quota. 

According to Reform's re¬ 
searcher on this subject, the 



regulations already in place ap¬ 
pear to be working well. Li¬ 
cense holders must complete 
training programs before en¬ 
tering the hunt, and the quotas 
are being set by the Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans scien¬ 
tists. In addition, there is no 
evidence of depletion of stock - 
the seal population is so large 
that quotas are actually being 
set at levels higher than can be 
reached via the licensed activ¬ 
ity 

Apart from protesting the 
system of subsidies, it is diffi¬ 
cult to find anything signifi¬ 
cant to criticize in the way the 
present harvest is conducted. 
The International Fund for 
Animal Welfare may well be 
attracting a lot of donations 
through the use of the seal pup 
imagery, but as far as I have 
been able to determine, saving 
seal pups is no longer an issue. 
The killing of seal pups is ille¬ 
gal and is not part of the li¬ 
censed Canadian seal hunt.

Declaration lacks public consultation 


Dear Editor, 

Not suprisingly the Calgary 
Declaration passed unanimously 
during the special December 
legaslative seating. The news ar¬ 
ticles I have read since that vote 
use such words as "tolerance" 
and "diversity". Those who un¬ 
derstand the political situation 
in Quebec know that the 
seperatist government care lit¬ 
tle about such platitudes-they 
are interested in power. 

My main concern though, is 
not whether the Declaration was 
good or bad. Rather, it's that the 
final outcome-it's passage in the 
legislature-appears to have been 
decided by Premier Klein before 
the "public consultation" proc¬ 
ess ever began. That, I believe, is 
why the Calgary Declaration was 
never put to a province-wide ref¬ 
erendum. What ended up taking 
place was an expensive, taxpayer- 
paid consultation process that 
was never intended to listen to 
public opinion or concern. 

Premier Klein has made other 
decisions that affect the Alberta 
public, all the while maintaining 
that he listens to public opinion, 
for example, the continued fund¬ 
ing of abortion on demand and 
the delay of elected hospital 
boards. Without a viable, so- 
cially-conservative opposition in 
the legislature, such top-level de¬ 
cision making is likely to con¬ 
tinue. 

It will be interesting to see if 
the appointment of a task force 
to research independant school 
funding was only another facade 
to create an illusion of democ¬ 
racy to the Alberta public, when 
in reality the decision on fund¬ 
ing was made long ago by the 
Premier and Education Minis¬ 
ter. 

Even the federal CPP hike 
was ratified at a provincial cabi¬ 
net level, not a legislative level. 

Premier Klein's desire for un¬ 
contested control was evident 
when he refused to air his state- 
of-the-province address on CBC 
for free because CBC would have 
allowed opposition leaders to air 
rebuttals, but instead aired it on 
CTV at an estimated cost of 
$75,000 of the taxpayer's dol¬ 
lars. 

It becomes frightening when 
we allow one man too much 
power. And we permit Mr. Klein 
that power because the budget 
has been balanced. But the 
budget was not balanced through 
creative genius, nor was it done 
through a means of granting 


greater self-government to Al¬ 
bertans. The budget was bal¬ 
anced in large measures through 
oil revenues, gambling revenues, 
the cutting of services, and the 
downloading of services onto 
municipalities (where, inciden¬ 
tally, taxes went up). Most of 
Alberta's social programs did not 
fundamentally change (neither 
health care nor education were 
reformed) and the present gov¬ 
ernment strategy is to "reinvest" 
(nice term) dollars to help prop 
up a toppling social safety sys¬ 
tem. 

Democracy is deteriorating 
ever so subtly in Alberta. Let's 
not be content to let it be so. 
Encourage your elected provin¬ 
cial representatives to push for 
true reform in both education 
and healthcare, for citizen's ini¬ 
tiatives and referendums, fixed 
election dates, the defunding of 
abortion, free votes in the legis¬ 
lature, lower taxes, and for a 
return to democracy and self- 
government.

“Certainly, the public already pays (for education) through their 
taxes,” said Gibbons. 

Trustees at the meeting expressed that they would also be in¬ 
terested in the debate, however they added that they did not want 
their refTerral to the policy committee to be seen a sign of either 
agreement or disagreement, but rather a step towards discus¬ 
sion. 

Many of the trustees said they were wary of performance bonds. 
Trustee Stuart Little said, “I worry that there is some possibility 
in some schools that it (the money) could be used as a threat.” 

After the discussion takes place at the committee level, a draft 
policy, of the committee decides the district needs one, would come 
to the board for ratification and further debate. 

Didsbury trustee, Deb Cousins, provided direction to the 
admimnistration that she would like to see them get statistics 
and feedback from other districts in the province who have imple¬ 
mented the performance bond system, like the City of Red Deer. 

Alberta Education decided some time ago that they would leave 
the decision of whether or not to use performance bonds up to 
each individual board or school. 

Gibbons told the board that in discussion with principals, he 
recieved the direction that they would like to see their schools 
have that option. 

Principal Leggette said he would lgenerally be in agreement 
with such a policy, however he would also like it to only applied 
to students who have been identified as a risk due to a lack of 
motivation. 

He expressed concerns about students who have to repeat a 
course due to learning disabilities or other documented problems 
not related to motivation. He suggested a ‘per case’ basis. 

The debate will continue in the months to come.

Art is in his heart

Art, in all its glorious forms, 
is the passion of Bill 
Yakubowski, a Didsbury artist. 

"I've been creating art ever 
since the beginning," he says. 

Yakubowski’s recent move to 
Didsbury was “purely acciden¬ 
tal” as he explains it. He and 
his three kids had decided they 
wanted to move from an isolate 
community in Manitoba and get 
close to the city life, but not ac¬ 
tually live it day to day. 

He had planned to head to¬ 
wards Calgary for its art scene 
and basically randomly looked 
on an Alberta map for some¬ 
where he felt he could raise his 
children safely. He ended up in 
Didsbury. 

"We got to Didsbury and we 
kind of liked it right off," he 
says. 

Yakubowski’s art is almost 
as random and widespread as 
his chances of coming to town. 

He changes his medium of¬ 
ten, and excels in them just as 
often. Perhaps the reason 
he does so well is that he 
is committed. He spends 
a regular full work week 
studying and perfecting 
each individual piece. 

"I do it until I drop," 
he says. 

He supposes his 
move to Didsbury has 
motivated his work fur¬ 
ther still. Yakubowski 
is currently working 
on putting together a 
new portfolio package 
that he feels best dem¬ 
onstrates his style.

"I am really aiming at 
the portraiture end of 
things," he says. 

Although that may be 
his focus now, he is also 
more than proficient in 
everything from marble, 
metal and clay sculpture 
to photography to wax, 
pencil, charcoal, and of 
course paint. 

He says while he 
spent time "isolated" in 
Englis, Manitoba for 20 
years he simply produced 
piece after piece and ex¬ 
perimented with all the

_ other," says Yakubowski 

as he sits at his studio 
table in the living room of his 
house. And, it doesn’t matter 
what he has done he is attached 
to all pf it. 

"They are like my children." 
Yakubowski knows where all 
but one of his sold pieces are 
now residing. 

As far as children go, 
Yakubowski also has real chil¬ 
dren in the form of two boys and 
one girl that range in age from 
eight to 14. They love art as 
much as their father. 

"I don't know if it in the genes 
or it is because they were raised 
around it," he says. 

One look at the childrens' art¬ 
work and one can tell it is defi¬ 
nitely "in the genes." 

Yakubowski says he believes 
this community is good for art¬ 
ists. He says he realizes this 
when he looks around and sees 
all of the other talent in the 
area. 

Yakubowski says he will rely 
on word-of-mouth to sell his 
work, and the fact that he loves 


to show people what he does. 

"Whoever I meet, whether 
they are a mechanic or what¬ 
ever, I will show them my 
work."

Winter has definitely arrived in our neck of the woods along 
with v..e..r..r..y COLD temperatures, so we need some soup to 
warm us up. Soup at suppertime with some biscuits fresh out of 
the oven - hmmmmm, doesn’t that sound cozy?! A fairly low-cal 
meal, too - as long as you don’t have too many of those biscuits! 


Mega Mushroom Soup 


1 lb. fresh mushrooms 
1/4 c. margarine, low-fat 
4 tsp. lemon juice 
1 c. chopped onion 
1 c. chicken broth 
1 Tbsp. flour 


1 1/2 c. half and half cream 
1 c. plain yogurt, low-fat 
1 tsp. salt 

3/4 tsp. dillweed, or Rosemary 
Dash of pepper 
1 green onion, chopped 


1. Rinse mushrooms, pat dry, and slice. 

2. Melt 2 Tbsp. margarine in a skillet and saut_ mushrooms with lemon juice - 5 min. 

3. Reserve some mushroom slices for garnish later and place the rest in the jar 

of an electric blender. 

4. In the same skillet, melt remaining 2 Tbsp. margarine and sautee onion until tender. 

5. Spoon onions into blender jar. 

6. In the skillet, combine broth with flour. Cook and stir over medium heat, until thickened 
- 5 min. 

7. Pour into blender jar with cream, yogurt, salt, dill and pepper. 

8. Blend at high speed until smooth, about 10 sec. - if you would still like to see chunks of 
mushrooms, don’t mix quite as long. 

9. Return soup to a pot to warm through. 

10. Ladle soup into bowls and garnish with green onions and slices of reserved mushrooms. 

****Serves 4 - 6 

Changes: You may also serve this cold in the summer - chill 2 hours before serving. Garnish 
with uncooked mushroom slices. 

TIP of the week: Soup and warm biscuits are just a few of the “comfort” foods you can treat 
yourself to this winter - others to try are pasta dishes and anything roasted!

1998 cattle prospects bright 


The cattle industry heads 
into the new year on a high 
note. "Beef demand is up three 
per cent over the same period 
last year," says Alberta Cattle 
Commission (ACC) chairman 
Dale Wilson. "People are feel¬ 
ing comfortable eating beef. 
They are realizing beef is not 
fattening." 

On the production side, 
feedlot operators have been in 
an aggressive expansion phase. 
It's expected the cow/calf sec¬ 


tor will be in a sell-down stage 
for the short term. 

"It will take us a few years 
before we're up to the numbers 
we had in the past," explains 
Wilson. "It's going to be good 
for producers in the next few 
years." 

The ACC will take a closer 
look at its programs in 1998. 
Delegates, at the recent an¬ 
nual general meeting, agreed 
to develop a business plan, 
including future funding re¬ 


quirements and a review of 
operations and the effective¬ 
ness of promotional activities. 

Wilson says, "We're running 
into a period where beef indus¬ 
try development funds, used 
in research and promotion, is 
running out in a couple of 
years. The ACC surplus is run¬ 
ning out too. We have to look 
at what we're doing with our 
funding and whether or not 
we have to cut back or look to 
producers for more funding. 


Wheal growers plan good year 


A heated exchange with a 
federal MP and fifteen resolu¬ 
tions aimed at making farm¬ 
ing more profitable were 
amoung the highlights of the 
Western Canadian Wheat 
Growers Association 

(WCWGA) convention, Jan. 7- 
9, in Kananaskis. The 28th 
annual event, which attracted 
over 300 farm managers from 
three praire provinces, was 
one of the most successful ever. 

In the closing session, 
Wheat Grower members 
blasted John Harvard, 
parlimentary secretary to fed¬ 
eral agriculture minister Lyle 
Vanclief, over proposed 
changes to the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB) Act. 

"Our members delivered a 
strong message of frustration," 
says Wheat Grower President 
Larry Maguire. 

"We own the assets, we are 


taking all the risks, and yet 
this government continues to 
restrict how we manage our 
businesses." 

WCWGA members passed 
resolutions opposing Bill C-4 
as well as one that would give 
farmers the ability to price a 
minimum of 25 % of their wheat 
crop. Other resolutions called 
for the adoption of a CWB 
governance structure similar 
to the Ontario Wheat Produc¬ 
ers Marketing Board; an im¬ 
mediate increase of $ 10/tonne 
in the initial price of durum 
wheat; and a bigger say for 
farmers in the upcoming trans¬ 
portation review. 

Maguire, who farms near 
Elgin, Manitoba, will serve a 
fourth year as WCWGA presi¬ 
dent. Other members of the 
1998 WCWGA Executive and 
Board of The new directors 
include: 


Canadian Western Natural 
Gas has applied to the Alberta 
Energy and Utilites Board 
(EUB) to decrease the previ¬ 
ously approved winter Gas Cost 
Recovery Rate (GCRR) to $1.515/ 
GJ for the period of Jan. 19 to 
March 31. Customers will also 
receive a refund on their utility 
bill, reflecting lower actual natu¬ 
ral gas purchase costs for the 
period of Nov. 1, 1997 to Jan, 
18, 1998. The refund will vary 
per customer depending on the 
amount of gas consumed in that 
period, but will be about $25 for 
a typical residential customer. 

"The reduced winter GCRR 
application was filed with the 
EUB after Canadian Western 
met with representatives of its 
cutomer groups, including resi¬ 
dential, institutional and com¬ 
mercial customers, and negoti¬ 
ated a mutually acceptable gas 
cost rate,” says Gale Simpson, 
Manager Corporate Communi¬ 
cations. 

Canadian Western passes on 
to customers the costs paid to 
suppliers without mark-up or 
additional charges. An average 
residential customer using 150 
GJ per year will pay about $65 
less for natural gas service for 
this winter period (Nov. 1, 1997 
to March 31, 1998) compared to 


that of a year ago. The cost of 
delivering the natural gas pur¬ 
chased from suppliers to cus¬ 
tomers' premises has not 
changed since 1993. 

The market price for natural 
gas is influenced by supply and 
demand across North America. 

This winter, warmer than 
normal temperatures have cre¬ 
ated a lower than expected a 
lower than expected demand for 
natural gas, resulting in a drop 
in market prices. 

"When the purchase price for 
natural gas increases or de¬ 
creases significantly, due to mar¬ 
ket forces, we adjust our GCRR 
accordingly," Simpson said. 

"No doubt, customers will re¬ 
member the much colder than 
normal winter temperatures last 
year, which contributed to an 
increase in natural gas costs at 
the time." 

Canadian Western is a mem¬ 
ber of the ATCO group of com¬ 
panies and provides natural gas 
service to more than 360,000 
customers throughout central 
ans southern Alberta, includ¬ 
ing the cities of Calgary, 
Lethbridge and Airdrie.

Olds College helps 
burnt out farmers 

A truck loaded with 25 tonnes of straw headed south 
from Olds College last week to help Alberta farmers in the 
burned areas near Fort Macleod. 

Thousands of acres of ranchland and half a dozen farms 
burned in huge grass fires near Granum and Fort Macleod 
in December. It is estimated farms lost $10 million worth 
of livestock and pasture and as many as 220,000 fenceposts. 

Jim Freeman, manager of the Olds College farm, says, 
"Straw is particularly needed for animal bedding and to 
cover burned areas to prevent erosion over the winter. 

"Even though a lot of aid has been sent south, there is 
still a huge need for supplies and money so these farms can 
survive." 

The donation of 40 round bales of straw went south on 
a trailer truck donated to the relief effort. Even the fuel for 
the truck was donated by several Alberta oil companies. 

Relief efforts are being 
coordinated through Fort 
Macleod by a committee of 
ranchers not affected by the 
fire. Financial donations 
will be accepted at CIBC 
banks.

Wild Rose Producers meet 


The 2nd Annual Convention of 
the Wild Rose Agricultural Pro¬ 
ducers wrapped up last week on a 
high note with a ringing endorse¬ 
ment of the organization's work 
over the course of the past year.

Bill C-4 in order to ensure producers 
have the control that they desire. 

Wild Rose Agricultural Produc¬ 
ers were commended by the delgates 
for their work in preventing the com¬ 
mercialization of farm vehicles and 
were urged to work with the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta in ensuring that 
an adequate safety inspection proc¬ 
ess be adopted. 

In keeping with the growing con¬ 
cern in the agricultural community 
regarding the environment, the con¬ 
vention delegates urged Wild Rose 
to establish a safety of land farming 
practice in association with appro¬ 
priate agencies. Of particular con¬ 
cern was the practice of spreading 
municipal and oilfield wastes on 
farmland. 


In addition, Alan Holt of 
Bashaw was re-elected as presi¬ 
dent. with Neil Wagstaffof Elnora 
as first vice president and Paul 
Thibodeau of Taber as second 
vice president. Dennis Herman 
of Bluffton, Elaine Jones of High 
Praire, Robert Filkohazy of Hus¬ 
sar and Keith Degenhardt of 
Hughhenden were elected to the 
Board of Directors.
